FIRE LOSS. 


It is estimated by insurance men 
that the loss caused by Sunday’s fire 
will be found to be between $1,500,- 
000 and $2,000,000. This was the es- 
timate published in the extra editions 
of the Post-Dispatch Sunday afternoon. 
Owing to the extent of the fire the 
work of ascertaining the exact amount 
of damage to the buildings and stock 
of the many firms affected will be a 
long and tedious one. So far little pro- 
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gress has been made in that direction. ' 


The task is taxing the underwriters to 


the utmost. The figures here given are 
generally conceded to be correct as 


covering the tota! loss.

large ones were wrecked completely. Again, 
larger buildings that it would seem could 
mot escape the fiames, “were untouched, 
while their small neighbors were gutted. 

The ruin is greatest in the two blocks 
on the west and east side of Broadway, 
between Franklin avenue and Morgan 
sireet. 

Here, only gaunt sections of walls indi- 
cate where buildings stood before the 
fames made the attack. 

Where Penny & Gentles and G&chaper 
Eros. stood ix now a vast expanse of smok- 
ing run. On the Broadway and Franklin 
avenue sides sicnder sections of wall still 
ftand, a menace to the crowd of sight-seers 
that waik beneath them. On the pavement 
and far out into the street bricks, charred 
timbers and wires arein inextricable con- 
fusion. 


Tho basement of the building is filled 
nearly to the level of the street with debris. 

Across Broadway is the emoking chaoe 
that was Crawford’s old store. It looked 
Monday like the orater of a volvano. Great 
volumes of light gray smoke rolied up from 
the depths of ruin in the basement. On the 
north side, along Franklin avenue, the wail 
and sections of each fivor, about 2» feet 
wide, stl e@tand, kecovered and black- 
ened. 

At Derr Bros." store, bright-colored glass 
vases and chinaware gleam mockingly in 
the show-window, whi:o all abour them is 
ruin.

Vast Pijes of Debris and Charred Tim- 
bers Covering Several Devastated 
City Blocks. 


The best view of the devastated district 
Monday morning was to be had from the 
Windows of the commission houges on Third 


street, which had such a narrow escape 
from the flames. 
Seen from this vantage point the ruins 


assumed huge proportions. The entire fleld 
of vishton was filled by crumbling walls and 
smoldering embers. To the observer it 
seemed as If the fire had covered miles in- 
stead of blocks. ' 

Whereever the eye wae turned it encoun- 
tered evidence of the damage that had 
been done, 

Across Fourth street a corps of men who 


looked like so many swarming ants were 
busy clearing the debris from the eide- 
waiks. All around and above them were 


towering masses of brick and mortar, all 
that remained of once powerful walls. 

The ruins were beautiful, in their dress 
of ice. H'umined by the morning sunligcht, 
hut they were dangerous despite their beau- 
tv. Occasionally, as the wind came in sud- 


den gusts from the northwest, the rem- 
nants of the wails could be seen to gway 
to and fro. A moment later the same 


sreath of air would sweep the dense white 
snoke across the ruins, obscuring both the 
walls and the swarm of men from view.

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GAS SERVICE IN GLASGOW. 


The notion held by some fearful spirits that municipal own- 
ership while practicable in small places is not advantageous 
in great cities is effectually dissipated by the experience of 
Glasgow. 

Mr. Michael Simons. a great employer of labor and member 
of the Glasgow Council, is now in this country. In an inter- 
view he spoke thus proudly of the progress in that city: 

“Municipal ownership furnishes us gas at 42 or 43 cents for 
1000 feet, it gives us water at the rate of 1 penny in the 
pound, whereas the rate was about 1 shilling in the pound. 
Our council is elected by popular vote. In it sit secretaries 
of labor unions and owners of shipyards. It represents all 
classes. It is absolutely cleen—we have no jobs. The suc- 
cess of municipal ownership in Glasgow is dependent upon 
the interest of everybody in the city. And that ownership 
rests upon the intelligence and honesty of the great class 
of respectable workingmen. They demand clean government, 
and they get it.’’ 

Mr. Simons here points out that purity in politics depends 
upon the interest of everybody, not upon the interest of 
somebody. The city is managed with reference to the well- 
fare of all, not of a few special interests. This is the whole 
philosophy of decent politics. There will be no corruption 
where nobody finds special profit in debauching the public 
service. 
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The action of both the Kentucky “Governors” should con- 
vey a lesson to politicians who are too selfish and ambitious. 
Taylor has shown himself even more unscrupulous than 
Goebel was charged with being. 

Has none of the Republican managers in Kentucky any 
knowledge of the mysterious Brutus who came out of the 
mountains to assassinate Goebel?
